General Attack is Also Commenced on 


Port Arthur—Day's News of 


Russo-Jap Conflict. 


Rome, Sept. 20.—A dispatch to th 


.Asenzia Libera says that a great bat 
tie between the Japanese and Russians 
has commenced at Mukden, to which 
.place General Kuropatkin 
ret.reatec 


from. Liao Yang. General Kuroki. the 
dispatch says, after a wide turning 
movement, crossed the Kunho river 
and attacked the Russian right flank 
with one hundred thousand 
troops 


The total Japanese forces 
is three 


times greater than that of the Rus 
sians and conditions in the vicinity o. 
Mukdea are almost 
identical 
with 


those of Liao Yang, except that the 
Russian positions are inferior. 


. London, Sept. 20.—The Cbefoo cor 
respondent of the Reuter Telegram 
company, reports that a general at- 
tack on Port Arthur began before day 
break yesterday and continued until 
night fall. It is believed the object of 
the Japanese was to capture the main 
forts to the north-east. 


Today's Report from Oyama. 


Tokyo, Sept 20—The following re 


port was received from Field Marshal 
Oyama today: 
"An investigation of 


the trophies captured by us made since 
our last report, shows the number of 
Russian buildings occupied by us in 
the neighborhood of Liao Yang sta- 
tion to be 353 houses and 214 ware- 
houses- covering an area of •68,000 
square yards. We also seized 79,560 
bushels of barley, rice, wheat and mil- 
let, 1,300 barrels of kerosene, 1,800 
cases of sugar, IGtf tons of coal and 
much cordwood. The amount of coal 
captured by General Kuroki will be 
reported later." 


Genera! StroesseJ Reports Today. 
St. Petersburg. Sept. 20—The fol- 


lowing report was today received from 
General Stoessel: 


*:Pgrt Arthur, Sept. 15—The enemy 


continues daily to bombard the forts 
"IBBrtat'teries inside the fortress.' 


"The wounded are recovering anU 


eagerly vcsuuie their places in the 
ranks. They are heroes. The troops 
are in excellent spirits.'' 


London, Sept. 20.—A dispatch from 


Tokyo to a*hews agency says: "A 
strong Russian force made a sortie 
from Port Arthur on the afternoon of 
Sept. 18 and attacked the Itczshan 
fort, which was recently captured by 
the Japanese. The fighting lasted 
. some hours and the Russians event- 
ually were repulsed with heavy 


Berlin, Sept. 20.—Colonel GatSJt', 


the correspondent of the Tageblatt in 
the far east, telegraphs from Mukden, 
tinder date of Sept. 29, as follows: 
"The Japanese are advancing slowly 
with a broad front, the left resting on 
the Liao river and the right on the 
mountains, probably the Fusnan coal 
mines, 2? miles eastward. 
The Rus- 


sian troops have recovered their spir- 
its. 
Chinese officials are suspected of 


secretly aiding the Japanese." 


St. Petersburg, Sept. 
20.—While 


still insisting that General Kuropatkin 
has 
sufficient troops at Mukden to 


contest the Japanese advance, the war 
office admits that it is not likely a de- 
cisive, battle will be fought there. 
Everything goes to show that the 
main Russian position is now at Tie 
pass, flanked by hills on the left and 
by the river on the right. Official re- 
ports to the war office are to the effect 
that the Japanese did not make any 
farther move toward Mukden until 
Sept. 17, "when reconnaissances in 
force disclosed that they were still 
massing at Yentai and Bentsiaputze. 
No Japanese have been discovered 
east of th* latter point. The recon- 
naissances, General Kuropatkin says, 
•were brilliantly carried out by Gen- 
erals Samsonoff's and Rennenkampff's 
Cossack brigades, with a mixed de- 
tachment of infantry and artillery un; 
der 
Rennenkampff's personal com- 


mand. They captured a village north 
of Bentsiaputze, which was used as a 
pivot. 
The Russians drew off later, 


losing a few men killed or wounded, 
after 
securing valuable information 


regarding the Japanese strength and 
position. 
A couple of days earlier 


General Mistchenko's detachment of 
Cossacks reconnoitercd toward Yentai 
at the cost of a few score wounded. 


London Specials From the East. 
London, Sept. 
20.—The 
Morning 


Post's Shanghai correspondent tele- 
graphs that there is an unconfirmed 
rumor there that General MTstchenko. 
commander of the Russian eastern 
Cossack" brigade, has been killed. 
Other special dispatches from Shang- 
hai regort that the Japanese on Sun- 
day last repulsed an attack to the 
eastward of Yumentzsushan, north- 
cast of Yentai, inflicting a heavy loss 
on the Russians. 
According to the 


Daily Telegraph's Tien Tsin corre- 
spondent Ganeral Kuropatkin is in 
seed of supplies, but his orders can 


not be filled. The Daily Telegraph's 
Chefoo correspondent telegraphs a re- 
port, which he claims emanated from 
officers at Port Arthur, that the naval 
guns on LJaotlo hill fort are worn out 
from incessant firing, and that conse- 
quently the land for about two and a 
half miles to the westward has been 
mined. The correspondent adds that 
the wearing out of guns is causing 
great anxiety. 


OfPcers Ordered to the Front. 


St. Petersburg, Sept. 20.—There is a 


story afloat that a sudden call has 
been issued to officers of the guards 
regiments stationed at St. Petersburg 
to report for service at the front. Ac- 
cording to report the order directs 
that eight out of a total of 56 officers 
of each regiment should be chosen by 
lot and drafted to serve with regi- 
ments now in the far east. It is stated 
that the order has aroused great dis- 
content. Whole regiments are anx- 
ious to go to the seat of war, but the 
officers intensely dislike the prospect 
of the organizations being split up. It 
is impossible at this time to obtain an 
authoritative confirmation.

Vancouver, B. C7, 'Sept. 20. — The 


Japanese are planning a great farm- 
ing and industrial colony in the Can- 
adian northwest. Two days ago a 
party of Japanese business men ar- 
rived from Yokohama and spent some 
time looking around this country. 


They purpose to purchase a large 


tract of land, and when this is done 
will probably apply for a further grant 
from the government. 
They will then 


bring several thousand persons to this 
coast to settle on the lands under a 
common colonization scheme. 
One of 


the plans is to supply labor to the 
grand trunk Pacific and Western rail- 
road, now building. 


St. Joseph, Mo., Sept. 20.—The col-

THREE DEAD 


Hold Up Men at Chicago Murdered 


Three Italians in a Shanty 


Monday Night. 


Chicago, Sept. 20.—Vincenzo Bruno, 


an Italian laborer, who was severely 
wounded last night in the Italian 
quarter by assailants, who murdered 
lis companions in a shanty near Riv- 
rside. died here in the County Hos- 
pital -.hid morning. All of the 
men 


vere employed by the Chicago Term- 
nal Transfer company. !n the coat 
socket of one of the dead men was 
found currency ;to the amount of $485. 
This is believed by the police to have 
constituted the savings of the entire' 
crowd. They do not think any booty 
was secured by the assailants. Ten 
men. among whom are a number of 
talians. are being held at Riverside. 
One oi them shows marks of a recent 
truggls but nothing definite is known 
igainst any of the men. The dead 
are Andreas Seaexia. Antone "Verinzo, 
Vincerzo Bruno. 


cnicago, Sept. 20.—Two men were 


rilled and another shot and seriously 
njured in a battle with hold-up men 
at Riverside, a small town on the Illi- 
nois Central railroad, 15 miles south 
of Chicago. Late at night two robbers 
>roke into the section house which 
was occupied by several Italian labor- 
TS, and the railroad men, who had re- 
ired for the night, were ordered to 
produce what money they had in their 
possession. Instead of complying with 
he demand the Italians rushed on the 
robbers and tried to overpower them, 
n the fight that followed revolvers 
and knives were used, with the result 
hat two of tho Italians were killed 
and another severely injured. Seeing 
hat they were getting the worst of 
he fight the other occupants of the 
section house fled from the place and 
eft the robbers in full possession. The 
•obbsrs then searched the place an-1 
iecured $485, set fire to the shanty 
,nd escaped in the darkness. When

flames. The three men who had been 
hot were lying on the floor, but the 
fire had not reached them. The polico 
:ave so far been unable to learn the 
ames of the two men who were mur- 
dered. Vincenzos Bruno, the man who 
was injured, was unconscious when 
found and could not be revived suffi- 
ciently to give the names of his dead 
companions.

BIG APPETITE 


Nine Members Of the Fourteenth Bat- 


tery are Bound Over to the 


Grand Jury. 


Athens, O., Sept. 20.—The prelimi- 


nary hearing before Justice Logan of 
the 12 members of the Fourteenth 
United States battery on the charge 
of manslaughter for the killing of Cor- 
poral Charles Clark resulted in nine 
of the number being bound over to 
the grand jury, as follows: Sergeants 
Lott, Snyder and Duffey, Trumpeter 
Plumb and Privates Barnett. David- 
son, Johnston, Pearson and Raymond 
were bound over to the Athens county 
grand jury on the charge of man- 
slaughter for killing Corporal Charles 
Clark on the streets of Athens on the 
Eight of Aug. 19. 


All of the nine men who will face 


the grand jury at the November term 
of court are members of the Four- 
teenth United States battery, which 
^as stationed here during the Nation- 
al Guard encampment. 


The accused were placed under 


bond of $3,000 each, and as they could 
not furnish bail they were sent to jail. 


Privates Fred C. Thtiler. W. H. Cal- 


ligan and John Gaydos. who were ar- 
rested on the same charge, were dis- 
missed and left for their command at 
Fort Sheridan. 


John Gaydos was the chief witness 


for the state, and he told practically 
the same story as that given by him 
shortly after his arrest. 


He named Private Pearson as the 


man who fired the shot which killed 
C'ark. He said he saw the flash of 
Pearson's gun and an instant later 
saw Clark fall. Gaydos then pointed 
out Pearson, who was sitting in the 
courtroom. 


Gaydos said he had asked to be 


transferred to another battery, and if 
this is not done he said he would de- 
sert, as he would be killed if he 
reamed at Fort Sheridan.

cial grand jury made its report, rec- 
ommending the impeachment of Sher- 
iff Augustus Rogers, Mayor Thomas 
W. Smith and Chief of Police David 
D. Overton, and recommended that 
the police force of the city of Hunts- 
ville be reorganized. The grand jury 
finds that Sheriff Rogers was guilty of 
neglect of duty or incompetency ia 
that he did not prevent the lynching, 
failed to take proper precaution for 
the defense of the prisoner, allowed a 
mob of unlawful assembly to remain 
several hours in the vicinity of the 
jail and took no steps to disperse the 
same; permitted arson in the first de» 
gree to be committed in the jail, al- 
lowing the lives of prisoners under his 
care to be jeopardized by fire and 
smoke; willfully failed or refused to 
fire upon the mob or to order the 
same to be done when the mob was 
besieging the jail, assaulting the gar- 
rison by throwing rocks and other 
missiles; and in failing to order or 
command the mob to disperse. 


The jury finds that J?ayor Smith 


was guilty of neglect of duty because 
he allowed aa unlawful, assembly of 
people to throng the streets of the 
city for hours and failed to use proper 
means to disperse them; failed to 
adopt any measures to preserve the 
peace of the city, 
notwithstanding 


arson and murder were being openly 
committed: refused to order out the 
fire department to extinguish the fire 
in the jail; failed or refused to send 
police protection with the fire depart- 
ment, etc. 


Chief Overton of the police depart- 


ment is charged with failure or re- 
fusal to disperse a riot or mob; re- 
fusal to carry aid to the sheriff upon 
the summons of that officer, and 
adopted no effective measures for the 
prevention of the mob. 


The action of Governor Cunning- 


ham in sending militia to preserve or- 
der is commended, %nd in view of tn'e 
fact, that a court of inquiry is Investi- 
gating the conduct of the local militia 
during the riot no comment is made 
on their actions except that they ap- 
pear to be under the command of an 
officer incompetent and ignorant of 
liis duties. 


The jury returned several additional 


indictments, making 2.6 in all. and was 
discharged 
by Judge Speake, who 


commended them for the faithful dis- 
charge of their duties. He said their 
action would go far to remove the 
shame brought upon the community 
by the mob.

Heating by hot water and steam has 


been carried to a high plane of excel- 
lence by various ingenious mechanical 
contrivances. For hot wa U-r the radia- 
tor must necessarily be larger than for 
steam, and with the latter a room can 
attain a high temperature wore rapidly 
than when hot water is the medium. 
Ill the steam heated room the dry at- 
mosphere may be moistened by keep- 
ing fresh water in an open basin on the 
top of the radiator, and scientific honse- 
•vvivos say that adding a little ammonia 
to the water iuciTiises its efficiency. 


A way of combining direct and indi- 


rect heating is also gaining favor. By 
this method a radiator with a ventilat- 
ing box for its base is placed under or 
in front of a window, and the fresh air 
from out of, doors is warmed before it 
IB distributed in the apartment. 
The 


advantage of the system consists iu the 
purity of the air. 


Among the improvements in the con- 


struction of boilers for steam or hot 
water heating is the adoption of cast 
iron iu place of .-itecl. or wrought iron, 
thus preventing them from rusting 
•when not iu use. For the older style of 
packing the joints a better way has 
been substituted in introducing lathe 
turned joints that prevent leakage. 


The radiator of ordinary shape is 


•well known, but the variations made 
upon the general plan to suit buildings 
of irregular construction are number- 
less. 


Curved walls, rounding windows, 


crooked stairways, corners and angles 
of all types are tilted with radiators to 
suit their eccentricity of line. In bath- 
rooms or tiujr halls where space 011 the 
floor must be economized the clever de- 
Signer of radiators lias made some that 
can be suspended against the wall on 
brackets. 


Iu the dinlri? room the radiator may 


be selected not only for making the 
room comfortable in winter, but for 
warming dishes for the table. A radia- 
tor for the butler's pantry is made of 
steam or hot water pipes, giving a gen- 
tle warmth for food waiting to be 
served for the meals. 


The position of the radiator is a seri- 


ous problem to the honsebullder, in- 
creasing in ilii'iculty when the rooms 
are contracted in size. The proper time 
fora consideration of this matter is be- 
fore the homo is really built, when 
architect and heating engineer can con- 
sult for the best advantage of each.

authority tc order assesosrs in each 
precinct. Such division of the wards 
of Newark into voting precincts 
is 


authorized by section 292H of the reg- 
istration laws. No authority is given 
under that section to the Deputy state 
supervisors to older assessors elected 
in such newly~cTeateiT precincts. Sec- 
tion 2:)6'j-15 provides the manner in 
•which precincts 
may be divided in 


municipal corporations other than reg- 
istration cities, 
and 
in townships. 


When the division is- made under the 
latter section, the deputy state super- 
visors of the county may direct wheth- 
er an assessor shall be elected in each 
of t.ho precincts so formed, and enter 
such order at the time of the division. 
But this latter section is not applicable 
to a registration city. I am, there- 
fore of the opinion that -an assessor 
should be elected in each of the wards 
of the city of Newark.

7he 
door was locked, but after a little de- 
lay the officer entered and at once 
said he had ccme for the rings stolen 
from Haynes' store.
